While there is art which includes the core of Applicant's compound, none of the art 
claims the precise configuration of substituents as claimed in the instant application. No prior art 
has been found which precisely claims configuration of Applicant's instantly claimed invention. 

The closest prior art is WO/200018734 [hereinafter, "Walter et al"]. Walter et al. 



et al. cannot be a phenyl group substituted by carboxy-C 1.3 -alky 1 or CM-alkoxy-carbonyl-Ct-3- 
alkyl group as is claimed in the instant application. Further, the closest prior art does not 
disclose any species in the instantly claimed genus. Thus, seemingly, the only similarity 
between the closest prior art and the instantly claimed invention is the indolinone moiety. Thus, 
while similar to Applicant's claimed invention, Bernstein et al. does not teach or suggest 
Applicant's instantly claimed invention, nor does it provide motivation to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to synthesize a compound of the instantly claimed Formula I.
